This is the sason" of ihe; year when 


American railroads are taxed to their 
utmost for the autumn days are the time 
when the crops arc moved. Few realize 
the extent of the railroad, man's problem, 
yet some idea of its magnitude may be 
gained from a statement of the value of 
the country's agricultural products. This 
year the grain crops will approximate 
$4.000,000,000 in value, a.-sum four times 
that of the national debt and .sufficient 
to give every man. woman and child in 
the country $50. , Two-thirds of this crop 
will be fed to live stock or moved to mills 
by wagons in the districts in whiV-h it is 
grown but the remaining third will travel 
to every part of the world, and it is in 
(he moving of this part that the rail- 
road man finds his great task. 


This year will sen crops of such size 


that that part which comes to the rail- 
road will aggregate 1,500,000 car loads of 
freight, for the moving of which at one 
time nearly flK.OOO locomotives would be 
required. These cars and locomotives, it 
placed in a single train, would reach half- 
way around the world and since the sup- 
ply of freight cars in the country is only 
a trifle in excess of 1,500.000, with some- 
thin" like 43,000 locomotives, one may 
imagine the worries of the railroad man 
in 
moving a single item of 
freigiil 


amounting in volume to nearly the total 
capacity of the rolling stock of all the 
country's railroads. To the railroad man 
it, is a game of ciicss played on a board 
:i.OOO miles square, with freight train* 
for piece* to be moved hither and thither 
in 100 mile jumps. 


Let, the average citizen picture him- 


self as confronted, with this problem with 
the necessity of moving each year with- 
in a limited period 1,500,000 car loads of 
grain. It sounds simple enough to tnlk 
of sending trains to those points from 
which grain shipments will be heaviest, 
but when it is rcmnuibered that all this 
grain must be moved without disturb- 
ing other shipping the average citiwi 
doubtless would bo nonplused with the 
problem which confronted him and rradv 
to admit the necessity of a wonderful 
system developed by men with year.- and 
years of cxeperience and training. 


The railroad man in attacking the 


problem understands the'situation thor- 
oughly. He hns a given amount of freight 
to move, with given facilities. 
He i" 


backed by a system evolved from years 
of training and experience, a sy-tem 
which has built up American railroads 
until they lead the world, with rates 
from (wo three times lower than those 
ubiiiineil in any other country, and. be- 
ing free from government regulation, he 
finds thatel.istieity so necessary if chang- 
ing conditions are to be met. The rail- 
road man understands, too. that his pros- 
perity depend- upon the prosperity of 
the fanner and that in order to move the 
crops or indeed even to make their pro- 
duction attractive to the farmer rates 
must be made •sufficiently low to allow 
American grain to reach all the mar- 
kets of the world. 


The railroad men and the farmer real- 


ly co-operate, and it is extremely difficult 
if not impossible to distinguish just whore 
(.he function of thn farmer begins or that 
of the latter ends. 


Kvervono know* that the .American 


farmer comes pretty near being a lord 
of creation, since lie feeds not only this 
country but even people in other parts 
of the world which produce grain. 
But 


the cause of his position is not often 
considered, 
ft is true that hi- land is 


fertile but other countries produce larger 
crops to the acre and then, too, he pays 
better wages than the farmer of any 
other country. In reality it is the co- 
operation of the railroads which make 
for his success—the elasticity of rates 
which enable him to meet changing con- 
ditions. 
For instance, suppose that n 


certain grain-producing district has had 
a hard summer, that labor has been 
scarce, and that bad weather has spoiled 
a part of the crops. 
These conditions 


of course, make the cost of production 
higher for the farmer of that district, 
and it is out of the question for him to 
think of shipping hb grain as he would 
has-e shipped it had every condition been 
favorable, but his true partner, the rail- 
rood, steps in at this point and by mak- 
ing a sufficiently low rale helps him in 
overcoming the hard times of the summer 
by enabling him to put his grain on the 
market at a profitable price. 


This is really the great basic principle, 


of American railroading—the adjustment 
to changing commercial conditions and 
the freedom from hard and fast rules 
which government, regulation in other 
countries has always brought about. 
Fii 


Germany, for instance, with good times 
or bad, large crops or small, the farmer 
pays the • siime rate, and these condi- 
tions have so militated apiinst. his pros- 
perity that today in that country grain 
cannot move by rail more than 12o mile;. 
One can hardly imagine the chaos which 
would eiiRiie from similar condition.* in 
this country. 


The movement of grain each year is 


to the railroad what the. conduct of the 
campaign is to the general. 
Kadi de- 


pends during the curly stages upon the 
reports of his scouts. Those of the rail- 
road company form a. large corps of ex- 
perts who travel throughout the country 
estimating as elo.-eiy as ]io>siblc the 
probable grain tonnage of each district 
and the. number of cars neees.-ary for it-i 
transportation.

l.henc figures, the railroad makc.s ready 
to concentrate eiu> at points of need 
just, a^.llio general concentrate* his men. 


The idea in the railroad man's mind is 


"to get cars, to the region of the ccntrtil 


west at any cost. Expense is almo»t ft 
forgotten item. Every one, from the gen- 
eral traffic manager down to the station 
agent, receives, general orders as to the 
disposition.'of all cars. They are begged 
borrowed and bought—in fact, procured 
iu every possible way. 
Agents in their 


to serve the farmers have been known to 
steul trains of "empties" in order that 
the grain movement of their particular 
districts might be facilitated. 
But since 


the natural flow of cars to the grain re- 
gion of th'e central west would not be 
sufficient to take care of this rush of 
business the railroads find it necessary 
to attract more Ihon an ordinary supply. 


Countries in which the government 


controls the railroads' find that their 
rates, are ncvr lowered, for the railroad 


; company, does not dare to take the 


chnncc on what invariably results as a 


: permanent change. But here, with the 


elasticity which results from the frcc- 


• dom which the railroads enjoy, all cf- 


; forts may be bent toward the conccntra- 


i tion of cars at any point dc-ireO. 
The 


extra supply is attracted in this way: 
There is always a large amount of freight 
flowing steadily throughout' the country 


i which, unlike grain, foi1 instance, docs 


I not move in any larger quantities at one 


j time than at another. But the .shippers 


of this freight nre always anxious to ben- 
do', themselves by any reduction in rates 
and so tiic railroads in order to attract 
ears to the west make reduced rare= on 
west-bound merchandise of various class- 
es. 


Shippers in all parts of the country ar» 


quick to take an advantage n! such an 
opportunity, nnd in this way the supply 
of cars for the tran-'j.-.irtatioii of east- 
bound grain is tremendously increased, 
since ...ese cars, although coining into, 
the grain region loaded, can he used "n 
(lie outgoing trip /or the transportation 
of agricultural product1. Tiie whole sys- 
tem really moves iu u circle, for the farm- 
er i.s benefited by getting his merchandiso 
from the east, west or south move cheap- 
ly, and Ihc manufacturer, bc.-ides enjoy- 
ing the advantage of lower rale-, can 
buy breadstuff* at n figure which would 
be out of the question were the present 
elastic policy of the railroads rcndcied 
impossible 
The railroads are benefited 


in spite of lower rates by te tremendous 
increase of freight, so that the prosper- 
ity of one interest is the prosperity of 
all. ' The 
railroads can only 
prosper 


through the prosperity of their custom- 
ers, and to this the cooperation is really 
due the supremacy of the American fann- 
er. One may wonder why. for instance, 
the Gorman farmer finds it impossible to 
compete against his American cousin and 
why it is mat Germany consumes grain 
grown in this connlry, ">nt the fact of 
of Uic whole matter is that the whole 
difference lies in the attitude of Ihe two 
governments toward their respective rail- 
roads. 


The railroad man in the gigantic game 


which he play.- ill the transportation of 
the country's grain to the markets of tin- 
world takes all these conditions intc con- 
sideration and asserts to them alone can 
be given the credit for the fact that our 
farmer enjoys rates from 100 to 200 per 
cent, lower than those prevailing any- 
where else in the world.

Their activ- 
ities may seem meddlesome to Americans 
accustomed to ignore certain mionr or- 
dinances; but the comfort, safety and 
convenience of the public arc probably 
more carefully considered in the streets 
of London;—allowance being'made for the 
congeKtion. of traffic—than in those of any 
large American city.

finger-print system of detecting criminals,

nized throughout the united kingdom. 
There were 2,010 finger-print "recogni- 
tions" during the year by the metropol- 
itan police.

nevertheless be accepted for what they 
nre. If Bishop .Doanc proposes to work 
against it as lie would work uguinst Lhc 
suloon, if he proposes to seek to lead an 
exodus from tiie seats of evil and to put 
such a stigma on tlie Hat dweller us rests ! 
now on tha saloon loafer, he is indeed a 
bold man iu«lii3 generation. 


The economies of flat life arc tlie -first 


consideration. The comforts arc a sec- 
ond.

The cm- [ 
stide against the flat can never succeed 
till it meets the point raised by the econ- 
omies and comforts and alters as much 
lor as little in some other way.

The flat has a more hopeful phase even 
rom the point of view of its virtues. It

portunities it offers are not used to the 
best advantage now, work must be done 
to correct that waste of opportunity.

Story of a College 'Nickname of the New 


Beoratftry. of Stat*. 


Tu the November'number World's Work 


Henry Beach ITtedham has written a 
character study of Mr. Elihu Root, the 
new Secretary of State. One story of 
Mr. Root's college days-is a significant 
contribution to • the understanding of 
his character to'day. Says Needhnm: 


In college he was a consistent worker. 


He carried off the first prize in mathe- 
matics. On his record in scholarship he 
was appointed valedictorian of his class 
—and thereby hangs "a, tale. During his 
junior year occurred what was called tln> 
"German rebellion." Because of dislike 
of and dissatisfaction with the instructor 
in German, his class withdrew from col- 
lege in. a body—every man save Root. 
The class was about two months, but 
during that time he went regularly to 
his recitations. The explanation vouch- 
safed is that because of his father's of- 
ficial connection with the college as a 
member of the faculty, Root could not 
join in the secession. It was an unfor- 
tunate, .situation, for which he may.have 
been entirely, blameless. At all events 
he .never" lost the nicknama which had 
been given him, the son of "Cube" Root, 
early in his college course. 
It was 


"Square" Rapt, and of this significant 
diminutive his fellow students considered 
"hi* worthy, despite his lack of popular- 
ity. 
After all, the only importance at- 


atching to the secession, is that, when 
tempted—and sorely teropeted he must 
have been—ho would not desert his work. 
This trait1 has followed him throughout 
his career, as will be shown, and in con- 
siderable degree has contributed to his 
success. 


Following hi* graduation in 1864, Mr.' 


Root became the head-of the co-educa- 
tional Academy of Rome, N. Y., in which 
taught the classics and mathematics. He 
WHS popular with liu students, who not 
only respected and admired-'.th'e young 
Hamilton graduate, but formedL'ii-,^tra

To Hie Uonoral'le (.'oimty ljuard of Sti- 


pervisors, Itaeine I'ouuly: 
Your asylum committee which has had 


under consideration the report of the 
asylum trustees, find there is a. dilFerenec 
existing between their manner of book- 
keeping and that of the county treasur- 
er in that several of their charges are 
i:iade to *he maintenance fund, while the 
county treasurer has the same charged, 
to the a.sylnm tund. According to his 
books there is a detieJCKcy in the asyhmi 
fund, an to date, of 
$2,102.98

It will thus lie seen that the amount 


above is. necessary to balance his books.

ami be subject to insane asylum orders 
only. Also that at the end of the fiscal 
year the trustees be instructed to have 
their report printed in pamphlet form 
and issue 1.000 copies of the same. 


JAKGLE OVER BRIDGES, 


Members of the county board of super- 


visors are in n. jangle over the building 
of three bridges in the town of Burling- 
ton, also action taken relative to build- 
ing bridges in the towns 
of Norway, 


Yorkviile and two in Mt. Pleasant. 
It 


appears that in the year .1TO4 a petition 
was prescnte.'d to the board for tlie build- 
ing of three bridges in the town of Bur- 
lingtnn that had been washed out 
by 


flood--;. Before Ihe petition was presented 
asking assistance of $000 from the coun- 
ty, the town of TiurJington had contract- 
ed for the. building of the structures and 
they were partially erected. On that ac- 
count tlie district attorneys office advised 
that commissioners could not be appoint- 
ed, in fact that it would bn illegal and 
the petitions v.-ere turned down. 


At the last year's ses=sfon of tlie board 


petitions were- presented asking for as- 
sistance in the building of bridges 
in 


Xorway. York-vide and Mt. Pleasant. The 
commissioners were named, reported, let 
contracts and the bridges were erected. 


A few days ago Supervisor Ayers pre- 


sented a resolution referring to tlie for- 
mer action of the board as to 'Burlington 
and calling for assistance

these bridges. The resolution was taken 
up this morning. 


BOARD'S ACTION UPHELD. 


District Attorney Gittins was called in 


for an opinion, after h. wait of half an 
hour. Mr. Gittins reviewed the action 
of the board of a yenr ngo am! informed 
the board that their action in turning 
down the petition, under the conditions, 
was absolutely 
correct 
from 
a legal 


standpoint, for tlie reason that the town 
had contracted for the bridges, had them 
half built and then came with tiic peti- 
tion and asked for assistance. 


WILL LOOK IJP THE LAW. 


The opinion of the district attorney 


was asked in regard to the petitions from 
other towns named and the granting of 
assistance, Supervisor Ayers stating that 
city members voted on 
the 
question, 


when according to law thej* had no right 
to do so. it being the business of only 
county members. District Attorney Git- 
tins said that a.s he was^not familiar with 
the action of the board or the records, 
he would like until this afternoon to ex- 
amine the same and look up* the law. 
t'nder the circumstances action on the 
Ayers resolution was deferred until after 
the regular business this afternoon.

scales for weighing and grounds to load 
into cars.

William H. Jenks, one of the very 


earliest residents and pioneers of Ka- 
eine, died about 4 o'clock yesterday af- 
ternoon, at the home of his son, Edward 
Jecks, 1208 Superior street, of paralysis, 
after a prolonged illness of seven years. 


Ill the demise of Mr. Jenks there pass- 


es away one of the landmarks of the 
north side, a man who for more than 
half a century has figured with the bus- 
iness and commercial interests of the 
Belle City, who in early days was a con- 
spicuous builder an dcontractor and pol- 
itician. 


A NATIVE OF NEW YORK. 


Deceased was horn in Watcrtown. New 


York, April 284 1824, and was the. son 
of Thomas and Lydia Jenks. In his i).a- 
tive town he received his early educa- 
tion and learned the trade of carpenter 
and builder. 


On April 21, .ISSOj he came to Eacine 


and at once engaged in building and 
contracting and he erected many of the 
large 
and substantial structures that 


now stand, among them Odd Fellow hall 
No. 3, on Wisconsin street, and which 
he planned also. The old Bachie county 
asylum, which burned, he superintended. 


HELD MANY OFFICES. 


In local politics he was prominent. In 


the spring of 1836 he was elected super- 
visor of the Fourth and Fifth wards and 
he served on the county board at tht 
time and many years after; he was elect- 
ed city assessor in 1858 and served two 
years, also serving later; was elected 
city marshal in the year 1800 and con- 
tinued in that oilice many years. In 
1SU1 he was 
appointed United States 


marshal; was deputy sheriff of the coun- 
ty and had charge of the jail in 1S02 and 
18GS; in the spring of 1807 he was elect- 
ed a member of the board of school com- 
missioners and served 
a. great 
many 


years in that capacity. He was at one 
time a member and 
chairman 
of the 


board of rmlilic works. 
; 


He was one of the earliest members of 


Masonic lodge No. 18, and continued his 
membership to the time of death. He 
represented his lodge in the grand lodge 
as early as 1850, and he served as dis- 
trict deputy a.nd grand patriarch. 


Until about seven or eight years a.go 


he was active in business circles, when 
he was stricken with para.lysis and from 
that time had been practically helpless. 


PROMINENT ODD FELLOW. • 


During his fifty-five years' residence he 


gave the ca.use of education his hearty 
support and sympathy and the schools 
of 
the city found 
in him a 
friend. 


Promptness and fidelity to duty charac- 
terized his olficial career and won him 
the support of all concerned. With the 
Odd Fellow fraternity he was connected 
over fifty years and he filled all of the 
chairs in the subordinate lodge and en- 
campment. 


On the 27th of June, ]Sn2, in Hacine, 


he was married to Miss Rachel Ann 
Dewey,, but who died a few years ago. 


To them were born three children, a 


daughter, who is now dead, and two 
sons, Edgar Jenks, a- prominent contrac- 
tor of the city, and William Jenks, now 
a resident of Portland, Oregon. 


Ho from an early day he was an eye 


witness to the development and advance- 
incut made by the city and ever bore 
his part in the work of progress. Among 
his friends he bore au unblemished repu- 
tation and was regarded us a man of 
sterling worth. 


The funeral will take place on Satur- 


day afternoon at 2 o'clock from 1208 
Superior street. Odd Follows will

present in a body nnd have charge of the. 
services.

ANNAPOLIS, Nov. 23.—The second 


day of the court martial proceedings in 
the case of Midshipman Minor Meri- 
wether, Jr., charged with manslaughter 
and other offenses growing out cf the 
death of Midshipman James R. Branch 
which occurred after the two had engag- 
ed in a fight in which light gloves %vcre 
used, was not nearly as eventful as the 
first day, nor was so much ground cover- 
ed. , 


The principal witness called was Sur- 


geon E. P. Stone oJ the naval academy 
staff, who was the first medical officer 
to see Branch after he had received his 
injuries and who had much connection 
with the case from that point to his 
death. 


The cross examination of Dr. Stone by 


Lieut. Commander Robinson, counsel for 
the defense was very searching and sev- 
eral members- of the court also asked 
questions on different 
phases of Dr. 


Stone's testimony. The defense evident- 
ly wished to raise a doubt as to the pos- 
Hivi'noss 
of the proof that Branch's 


death 
w-as necessarily caused 
by 
the 


blows received 
from 
Meriwethcr and 


asked many questions of the medical of- 
ficer as to the possibility of some un- 
healthful condition of Branch's bringing 
about the death. He was also examin- 
ed as to the effect of the absence of an 
autopsy and his ability under the cir- 
cumstances to testify positively as to the 
causes of the death. 


UNCONSCIOUS FROM BLOWS. 


Dr. Stone said in his testimony that 


Branch catne under his care at the hos- 
pital at about half pasi; eight Monday 
morning. He was 
absolutely 
uncon- 


scious, ho said, the left side of his head, 
left temple, his forearms, right eye and 
lips were much swollen and discolored 
and both eyes were closed. When the 
eyelids were opened with the hand the 
eyes rolled and generally set towards the 
left. The left arm and leg were para- 
lyzed and there was a convulsive move- 
ment in the right arm and h.-g. There 
was slight fever, but the pulfe was nor- 
mal.

The witness said that he realized that 


Branch's condition was very serious and 
called Dr. Byrnes, chief surgeon at the 
academy, 
into 
consultation. 
Doctors 


Finney and Thompson of Baltimore ar- 
rived during the day, and with the con- 
sent of Branch's father an exploratory 
operation was determined upon. 


BROUGHT ABOUT BY BLOWS. 


From the symptoms and what was dis- 


closed during 'the operation Dr. Stone 
was confident that tho com'.'.!: vi 
had 


been brought about by external injuries 
to the head such as might have been 
caused by blows of the fist. These blows 
could have been inflicted on either side 
of the head. 


Much of the remainder of the direct 


testimony was on the technical points 
connected with Branch's injury. 


On cross examination, Dr. Stone said 


that a similar condition of the brain to 
Branch might be produced by some form 
of poisoning. 


TELLS OF GLOVES USKD. 


Midshipman A. "W. Fitch, the referee 


of the Meriwother-Branch fight, who a.d- 
mits to acting as ref^ree in nineteen sim- 
ilar encounters, was questioned as to the 
use of the gloves which were used in the 
fight at the academy. 


These gloves are used to protect the 


hands when punching the bag, nnit Mid- 
shipman Fitch said that there was no 
regulation as far as he knew, against 
their use in the friendly boxing matches 
at the academy gymnasium. He 
also 


said tha.t he had never wieu them so 
used. In answer to a question by a 
member of the court Fitch said that he 
believed gloves used at regular prize 
lights weighed about a half of three- 
quarters of an ounce.

tlea'i, parsing away as *>;(: ivji.-* carried 
into her home by her father and others. 


Tile affair created intense excitement 


in tin1 vicinify and for a long time was 
»»roudcd in the deepest mystery, no one 
being able to account lor the death of 
tile girl, or what iuul happened. .Desk 
Sergeant Martin Johnson of the police 
department was notified by phone an 
hour at'icr the death of thy girl; he call- 
ed Coroner Jonas Koylo uiul then Drs. 
I'nzen m:<l Brehm were called in, but 
they wore not willing to give an opinion 
ns to the cause of deaf.h, without hold- 
in.': a post mortem, although a two ounce 
bottle half lilli'd with carbolic acid was 
discovered in the coat pocket of the dead 
girl. This position was taken for the 
ri'.'iHfiii there \V;IH no burns on the rnout'i 
of the girl or any traces of her having 
taken the drug, lint tin* post mortem 
brought forth the statement that death 
resulted from airbolic poisoning. 


7.INHT IIKAKTED AND HAl'PV. 


KHzalieth JvOzansky was a pretty, vi- 


vacious and light hearted girl .17 j'cars 
of age. She was employed at the Chica- 
go Rubber Clothing company and lived 
-vitii her parents. Mr. aiuf Mrs. F. l\o- 
zaiisky. 1,'JOT Summit avenue. As usual 
tho girl came home from her work last 
evening, nte her supper and was in her 
usual 
happy frame of mind. About 
7 


o'r'oL'k she left home ;tnu went to a -store 
on Xiirthvi'esti'rn avenue where siie pur- 
chased material fur a shirt waist; re- 
turned 
home, cut out the waist 
and 


started to make it when she discovered 
that slip had no thread and hiying the 
waist DU tlu- table, again left for the 
store, with iho intention of getting tho 
thread. Xot the slightest sign of isny- 
thiug wrong w;ts oh^crved Ijy her moth- 
er of other members of the family and 
littie did they dream that within a very 
short lime their daughter would be car- 
lied into the house a corpse. 


DISCI;vKi;K.n MV MOTHER. 


>^ot long a f t e r Miss 
Rn/ausky left 


for the >tore her mother started for a 
fthoe .store t" get a pair of yhoe.s left 
tlior'j for repair. 8he hail not gone far 
when she discovered an object lying on 
tho ground, between the sidewalk and 
the gutter. At lirst .she believed it to 
be an intoxicated man. A closer inspec- 
tion was made and the mother was hor- 
rified to litid that it iviis her own daugh- 
ter, she screamed, ran home, alarmed 
her husband ond others and they ran to 
tho spot where tin* prostrate girl lay 
and hurriedly carried her to the home, 
litit as they entered tile door .-the died. 
Intense, excitement followed; the mother 
fainted and it was- feared that she would 
<lic From the shock, ami owing to the at- 
tendant excitement it was more than an 
hour before anyone notified oflicers and 
physicians. 


ACID IS DISCOVERED. 


Whnn Officer 
Johnson and 
Coroner 


Hoyle arrived they could get no connect- 
ed story of what had happened and the 
impression seemed to prevail that tho 
j:irl had met with foul play. When the 
physicians arrived they could discover no 
indications of poison or violence. Then 
« two ounce bottle, half tilled with car- 
bolic acid, diluted with glycerine, was 
found in the coat pocket of tiie girl. 
3'hysiciar.s refused to give an opinion as 
to what caused death unless a post mor- 
toni examination was held. Under the 
circumstances the members of the fam- 
ily 
and the coroner could 
«!o nothing 


more than permit the doctors .to make 
the examination. Before this was finally 
decided upon the doctors made a very 
careful examination and could not find 
any traces of poison having been taken 
by the girl, there being no burns or 
fumes of acid. 


THE POST MORTEM. 


The body was removed to the under- 


taking parlors of ISayerman & Krug and 
Drs. 
Fazen and Brehm 
proceeded to 


make the post mortem. In perhaps an 
hour the 
doctors reported that from 


their examination they concluded that 
dentil re.sulted from carbolic poisoning, 
but of course whether the girl took the 
poison knowing what it was or whether 
given to her by another, could not be de 
termined. 


A Httle later slight burns were discov- 


ered about the mouth and a handkerchief 
found on the body, smelled of carbolic 
acid. 


It developed that she had kept com- 


pany-with a young man of tho eity, but 
he had nut-sceu hei-'kiot mght aiid knew 


nothing of her suicide until this.morn- 
ing, in fae,t ^h? was simply an .acquaint- 
ance the'same as other girls.' 


THE.BOTTLE. OLD ONE.

The bobtleiri w?iiel)' the acid was con- 


tained h*M»a>-label' marked Fancher & 
Christiansen, .the..name of a drug firm 
that went out of existence some four 
years ago". 'Wliether.'the'acid had been 
in the bottle all that time, or whether it 
was bought and placed in the bottle was 
not determined last night. 


The members of the family were in a 


terrible state, of excitement; the mother 
was almost insane and could tell very 
little. 


They could assign no reason why she 


should have ended her life and could re- 
call no time when she had shown signs 
of despondency. It was said that one of 
her brothers had scolded her for going 
out with the young man in question, but 
that was considered trivial and did not 
in the least appear to worry the girl. 


PRETTY AND POPULAR. 


The young girl was very pretty and 


popular among tho younger circles of so- 
ciety wlu'rc she lived and also in the 
factory where employed and was the last 
person in the world whom it was believ- 
ed would end her life, always bc..ig free 
and light hearted and to all appearances 
in no trouble or melancholy. Sorrow 
was expressed on all sides over her sad 
ending: and sympathy expressed to the 
parents and relatives in their terrible 
affliction. 


BOUGHT THE POISON. 


It was ascertained by Coroner Hoyle 


today that the young lady purchased the 
carbolic acid at Wichern Drug Co.'s west 
.?ide store about S o'clock last nignt, tell- 
ing thp drug clerk who sold her the liq- 
uid that she wanted it for her father who 
had a sore finger. 


• WROTE A LETTER. 


Later she entered the store of Christ 


Ra.simisson on Northwestern avenue, bor- 
rowed a load pencil and write a letter, 
dropping it into the mail box near by. 
Coroner Hoyle investigated and ascer- 
tained that the letter was addressed to 
Ernest Johnson, a young man who was 
keeping company with her and who was: 
to have met her at B o'clock last night, 
but missed her in some manner. This 
letter the coroner, secured and will offer' 
it in evidence at the inquest this after- 
noon. 


TALKED TO VAN VALKENBUEG. 
'The young lady called up Herman Van 


Valkenburg by 'phone from the Rasmus- 
sen store and talked to him. She told 
him she was sorry that .she did not meet 
his chum Ernest Johnson, but to inform 
Mr. Johnson she would meet him Wed- 
nesday evening ami go to the Lakeside 
auditorium with him. 


After she dropped the letter written in 


the box she walked about 
a 
block 


towards home and here she was found 
by her mother. 


It is learned (hut bosides a father and 


mother there arc two brothers and four 
sisters. 


HER SWEETHEART'S OPINION. 
Ernest Johnson, Jr., S20 Villa street. 


Elizabeth Kolinsky's sweetheart, was 
greatly grieved over her death. He said: 
"I can think of no reason why she should 
do as she did unless it was because her 
folks objected to me because I was not 
of German parentage. Her people spoke 
the German tongue in their home and 
when I called I could not understand 
them or make myself understood very 
well. They wanted Lizzie to go witli a 
man of her own nationality." 


INQUEST DELAYED. 


Although the inqno.it was set for 2 


o'clock this afternoon the tardiness of 
one of the, witnesses delayed it until 
nearly 3 o'clock. 


The jury was composed of H. Raymond. 


Joseph Blessinger. Charles Roth, Milforil 
Lynn, John Sorensson and Jacob Bauin- 
stark. 


ACID CAUSED HER DEATH. 


Dr. Fazen was the lirst witness called 


and told of finding the dead body of Eli- 
zabeth Rozansky on a sofa at her par- 
ents' home. He also told of the post 
mortem examination hold 
after 
Dr. 


Brelun was called. As there was no dis- 
tinctive odor when the girl's stomach 
was opened a chemical analysis was made 
and tins proved that she died of carbolic 
acid poisoning. The absence of burns on 
the girl's face and mouth WHS accounted 
for by the fact that the acid was diluted. 


Dr. Brclim's testimony 
corroborated 


that of Dr. I-'azen. 


Carl M. Miller, who lives in a house 


near the Rozansky home said that he 
had been called by Mrs. Rozansky to as- 
sist in carrying her daughter into her 
home. 


ASKED HER TO QUIT LOVEJ7.. 


Alfred A. 
Rozansky, a 
brother of 


Elizabeth l>'ozansky, told of being sum- 
moned by his relatives after the girl had 
taken the a-cid. He said that further- 
more she had talked with him early in 
the evening and they had a few words. 
"I advised her," said Rozansky, "not to 
3,0 with Erni Johnson and she was slight- 
ly angered at me. When I learned this 
morning that she had written a letter 
before taking the poison I had it inter- 
cepted, as I did not want it to reach my 
mother. After reading it I turned it 
over to the coroner." 


It'Ell FAREWELL WORDS. 


Tho letter written by the girl was 


couched in most endearing terms 
to 


Ernie Johnson. It said that she was be- 
ing watched !>y her parents and had de- 
cided to end it all, Admonishing her 
sweetheart not to be sorry, but to made 
the best of it, she said, she had the acid 
in her pocket and would take it afttr 
mailing the letter. She closed by saying 
"Farewell, your Elizabeth. Sealed with 
a last kiss." 


BOUGHT WRITING MATERIALS. 
Chris, lUisniusscn,_17i)!) -Northwestern 


avenue, a store keeper, told of. the girl's 
being in the store at about 8 o'clock. She 
bought paper, an envelope and a pencil. 
She did not appear to be despondent and 
after writing a letter, went out. 


LOVER TESTIFIES. 


Eraie Johnson, when put" upon 
the 


stand, said he had known Elizabeth Ro- 
zansky about four years. He last saw 
her down town Saturday evening. She 
had told him that her folks objected to 
him because he was not G-erman. Tha-t 
her folks wanted her to go with a Ger- 
man fellow. She had said nothing about 
this lately, however. 


^To more witnesses wore called and the 


jury retired. They brought in a verdict 
that Elizabeth Rozansky had committed 
suicide by drinking carbolic acid.

deputy; then there was the bookkeeping 
/or the county, reports of mortgages and

The number of 
papers are increasing and he and hip as- 
sistants have put in much extra time at 
night and he worked holidays; he was be- 
hind in his reports of deaths, births and 
accidents to the state, in fact had not 
touched the same and another report was 
almost due.

No action was taken in 
regard to the matter., 


ABOUT THE TRAMPS. 


There was a resolution offered that the 


amount for the care of tramps at the 
city of Burlington be increased from $35 
to. .$50.' 


Supervisor Ivamper wanted to know 


why the amount should he increased be- 
fore' he voted on the measure. 


Supervisor Klein explained that Bur- 


lington was making rapid strides and 
that ,the (ramp evil was growing. 


Supervisors believed that 
the 
evil 


should be decreasing with the prosperous 
time?. 


There was considerable discussion in 


regard to \vhether it was the duty of 
the poor agent to take care of these 
tramps and spud in his bill. 


Supervisor Zimmermann told of an epi- 


demic of burglaries that occurred there 
and hoiv the city paid $100 to talce care 
of evil doers and it developed that the 
city was furnishing the building, lights 
and heat, for these feflows. 


The resolution was adopted without a 


dissenting1 voice. 


A report of the committee to settle 


with" the supcratendent of the poor was 
made showing the receipts and disburse- 
ments of Peter Myers for care of tramps 
in the city tramp house. There 
were 


2,137 cared for the past year. The re- 
ceipts were $284, and expenditures $338, 
leaving a balance of over $45 in the fund'. 


BOARD GETS LIBERAL. 


Bids were opened for a superintendent 


of the Racine county poor house. The 
only bid made was that of J. H. ITankin- 
son. for ,$950, against that of $8flfi last 
year. The proposition was accepter! with- 
out a dissenting voice. 


Hicls for medical attendance of the poor 


in the eastern district were received. Dr. 
Brehm wa.s tho only one to apply and he 
gave no stated price. The doctor was 
called in and explained that ho had not 
stated a price because lie preferred 
to 


leave the salary to the board. The. phy- 
sician explained what he had clone for 
$90. There were 30 examinations of in- 
sane, also two feeble minded; and he had 
attended to all calls of the sheriff. In 
the case of C. McKunc, who had shot 
Miss Nelson and then himself, he made 
80 calls; in the Hebblethwaitc case where 
the chief of police shot the boy, 30 calls; 
eight cases of delirium trcmens; 11 cases 
of men out, and shot, Many calls of sick 
persons, in fact had made between 260 
and 300 calls. The doctor corrected his 
proposition and put iti the figures $150 
and the same was accepted. There was u 
question as to whether he was to treat; 
all prisoners in'the jail and it developed 
that he had done so last year, but that 
lie need only care for the inmates in the 
fUjture chargeable to the county.

Attorney of Former Employes of 


Brown-Corliss Co. Loses 


a Paint. 


In the courts at Milwaukee yesterday 


an unsuccessful effort was made by At- 
torney W. B. Rubin, representing twenty- 
five wage creditors for claims amounting 
to perhaps $800, against the bankrupt 
Brown-Corliss Engine Co., of Corliss, to 
be empowered by the 
federal 
district 


court to continue the judgments obtain- 
ed against the company in force, as if the 
company had not gone into bankruptcy. 
Judge J. V. Quarles allowed the matter 
to stand until a trustee had been ap- 
pointed for the property, that the inter- 
ests of the estate may properly be repre- 
sented. 


The claims grow out of the machin- 


ists' strike in the factory of the Brown- 
Corliss company last July, and arc said 
to be unpaid wages due the men. Attor- 
ney Rubin contended that notwithstand 
ng that the company was in bankruptcy, 
t was amply able to pay the judgments 


obtained against it in a justice court. 
The salary he said has been due the 
machinists for four months, and that 
with the oncomiug of winter they would 
suffer hardships unless the w»ges they 
had justly earned were paid them. 


Attorney J. B. Simmons or! Ricine, 


who with W. P. Bloodgood appeared for 
the bankrupt company, declared the em- 
ployes were over-anxious to get their 
salaries, considering the financial condi- 
tion, of the company, and that they would 
have been paid in full the Saturday fol- 
lowing the instituting of the suits for the 
salary, if not suits had been begun. 


The costs of the litigation will amount 


to considerable, and Tttorney Simmons 
maintained it would not be fair to mako 
the company stand the whole expense of 
the justice court proceedings, but that 
the company was willing to pay half tho 
court costs in the caees.

Chicago llecord-Herald: Bishop Doane 


of the dieese of Albany, iu speaking at 
the interchurch conference on federation, 
mentioned four evils that were co-oper- 
ating to destroy the home and the fam- 
ily. They were the saloon, tlie club, the 
fiat and the family hotel. Saloons and 
clubs of the, better sort he found toler- 
able, and, while ho did not say so, he 
probably would admit as much for the 
flat and family hotel. But he classed 
them all together as the '-things which 
are gradually effacing in a very large de- 
gree the old and better thing, the family 
and the home."

Story of a Collects Nickname of the New 


Secretary, of State. 


In the November number World's Work 


Henry Beach Needham has written a 
character study of Mr. Eliou Root, the 
new Secretary of State. One story o: 
Mr. Root's college days is a sJgnificanl 
contribution 
to the understanding ol 


his character today. Says Needha.m: 


In college he was a consistent worker. 


He carried off the first prize in mathe- 
matics. On his record in scholarship he 
was appointed valedictorian of his class 
—and thereby hangs'a tale. During his 
junior year occurred what was called the 
"German rebellion." Because of dislike 
of and dissatisfaction with the instructor 
in German, his class withdrew from col- 
lege in a body—every man save Root. 
The class was about two months, but 
during that time he went regularly to 
his recitations. The explanation vouch- 
safed is that because of his father's of- 
ficial connection with the college as a 
member of the faculty, Root could not 
join in the secession. It was an unfor- 
tunate, situation, for which he may.have 
been .entirely, blameless. At all events 
'ie-.never lost the nickname which had 
Jeen given him, the son of "Cube" Root, 
early in his college course. 
It was 


'Square" liopt, and of this significant 
diminutive his fellow students considered 
lira worthy, despite his lack of pojiular- 
ty. After all, the only importance at- 
atching to the secession is that, when 
tempted—and sorely tempetcd he must 
iave been—he would not desert his work. 
This trait has followed him throughout 
ils career, as will be shown, and in con- 
iiderable degree has contributed to his 
success. 


Following his graduation in 1864, Mr. 


Root became the head of the co-educa- 
ional Academy of Rome, N. Y., in which 
aught the classics and mathematics, lie 
was popular with his students, .-who not
